DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1,3-16 and 1 8-22 are pending as amended on 1 1 August 201 0, claim 22 
being new and claims 2 and 17 being cancelled. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1 
August 2010 has been entered. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, US Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office Action. 

Response to Amendment and Arguments 

4. Applicant's argument and declaration, filed 1 1 August 201 0, specifically 
amending claims 1 and 9 to require the prepared Mannich base to have primary amino 
groups have been fully considered and distinguishes from US Patent 5,688, 876's (Ando 
hereinafter) which requires a process that does not react with an active amino 
compound added to the mixture as a curing agent at a later time.

The rejection of claims 1,3-16 and 1 8-21 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ando has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1,3-16 and 1 8-22 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

US Patent 5,688,876's (Ando hereinafter), the closest prior art, teaches a similar 
composition and method of making a Mannich base comprising a phenolic compound, a 
formaldehyde and tertiary amine, but fails to produce Mannich base that have primary 
amino groups as claimed instantly. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
